e Over $6.6M million to continue investment towards getting Coastal Resiliency, 
Staff is applying for FEMA grants and reaching out to local partners to aid in 
funding some of our large capital needs such as S-29 which is estimated at 
$68M. 


+ $61 million for hurricane/tropical weather impacts or unanticipated flood 
protection emergencies. 


+ $25.4 million for regulation and enforcement of regulations protecting the 
public and water resources and enhancing public engagement 


e $51 million to continue to attract and develop SFWMD’'s award-winning staff 
of scientists, engineers, and countless other water management professionals 


Revenue Sources and Adopted Millage Rates 


e The annual budget is funded by a combination of ad valorem (property) taxes 
and other revenues such as state appropriations, federal and local sources, 
fees, investment earnings and agricultural privilege taxes 


For the tenth year in a row, the SFWMD Governing Board has not raised its 
property tax rate. 


+ The millage rate for the 2020-2021 Fiscal Year represents $26.75 per $100,000 
of taxable value in 15 of the District's 16 counties (Okeechobee Basin). 
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
